as shall be necessary and expedient in the opinion of the 
council, but said council shall not in any event have 
power to dispose of said bonds nor any of them for a 
less sum than the face thereof, together with the inter-
est which may have accrued thereon at the time of the 
sale thereof, and the same shall be sold for cash only.

AN ACT to provide for the publication and distribution of the laws 
of Wisconsin concerning the organization and government of 
towns. 

The people of the state of Wisconzin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact asYollows 

SECTION 1. That the secretary of state be and he is secretary or

tical forms, by J. C. Spooner and E. E. Bryant, coun-
selors at law," to supply each organized _town in this 
state with seven copies, at a cost not to exceed sixty 
cents per copy, said work to be bound in the same 
style as Haynes' edition of same, published in 1858: 
provided, said work shall first be submitted to and ap-
proved by a committee of three atterneys of the supreme 
court, to be appointed by the judge thereof, and shall 
contain, properly arranged, all laws concerning the 
organization and government of toWns which shall be 
in force at the close of the present session of the legis-
lature.
